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Examiner would like to appreciate Applicant's explanation and comments 
regarding the cited references. 
Response to Remarks: 

Applicant mainly argues (After Final amendment, filed 3/18/2005, page 3, lines 1 
-11 and the last paragraph on the page) that, the references do not suggest any 
"determining a buffer remaining amount" or "calculating an allocation code amount" 
based on a correction code amount determined from a "difference between the 
predetermined target code amount and the buffer remaining amount, claim 22" and 
"determining an actual value of a buffer code amount stored in a buffer, claim 8". 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

In response, Sugahara (i.e. figs. 8 and 9, units 5, 6, 14, 21 and 22, pagelO, 
sections 0127 - 0133) shows "calculating unit 14 and controlling unit 21" which infact 
are used for allocating code amount based on the buffer (unit 6) occupancy, and 
"determining the buffer remaining amount" is part of the processing, in order for 
calculating and controlling amount of code, to avoid buffer underflow or overflow. 
Furthermore, correction code amount (as illustrated in fig. 9) would be based on the 
buffer occupancy (which is actually buffer remaining amount with respect to the actual 
value of the buffer), and "adding correction value," reads on (i.e. figs. 8 and 9).
